The citations are concerned with controlling optical data transmission in optical burst switching networks.

More particularly they disclose methods of determining burst length in a variable burst length WR-OBS network 
using protocols like the JET (Just Enough Time) control packet scheme. 

None of the citations mention using the "available buffer size of the destination computer" to adapt the burst 
length. 

Inventive step (IS) . 

It would not be obvious that the "available buffer size of the destination computer" was a parameter to be used to 
adapt the burst length. Similarly, using the timeout value is not considered obvious from the above prior art. 

Industrial applicability (lA)
